




WHY NOT LIVE IN SAN BRUNO? 


S AN BRUNO is located eleven miles south of San 
Francisco. There are two paved highways that 
pass through the town, which are the outlets for 
automobile travel down the peninsula. Forty railroad 
trains stop each day on their way to and from San Fran¬ 
cisco. Commutation tickets, 14.36 per month. Fast 
auto buses and electric cars every ten minutes. 


San Bruno, with a population of 3500, owns its own 
water system, has all the modern conveniences such as 
electric lights, telephone, gas, and proper sanitary sys- 


In San Bruno fogs are practically unknown and the 
sun shines more days in the year than in any other spot 
in California. Statistics of the United States Weather 
Bureau can be furnished to substantiate the above. 
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San Bruno was incorporated in 1914 and since then has 
built forty-four miles of sidewalks and paved thirty-five 
miles of its streets. The proper legal procedures are now 
going ahead to pave the balance of San Bruno’s streets. 

The assessed valuation of the town is $2,315,860.00. 
There are many beautiful homes in San Bruno and there 
are under construction at the present time upwards of 
thirty-five new homes. There is under construction at 
the present time the Tanforan Race Track. 

Within two miles of the center of the town there are 
many manufacturing plants employing thousands of 
workers. 

San Bruno has two beau tiful, well-taught schools and 
three churches. There are stores of every kind, two 
newspapers, a moving picture house and a bank in its 
own $20,000.00 building. 
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
